Ricur truſty and right well-beloved 
Couſin and Councillor, we greet you 
well. Whereas it hath been the cuſtom of 
wiſe and beneficent Princes 1n all ages to 
diſtinguiſh the virtue and loyalty of their 
ſubjects by marks of honor, to be a teſ- 
timony of their dignity and of their 
excellency in all qualifications which 
render them worthy of the favor of 
their Sovereign, and the reſpect of their 
fellow ſubjects ; that ſo their eminent 
merits may ſtand acknowledged to the 
werld, and create a virtuous emulation 
in others to deſerve ſuch honorable diſ- 
tinction, And whereas our loving ſub- 
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jects of our kingdom of Ireland have 
approved themſelves ſteadily attached to 


our Royal Perſon and Government, and 


affectionately diſpoſed to maintain and 
promote the welfare and proſperity of 


the whole empire; and we being willing 
to confer upon our ſubjects of our ſaid 


kingdom, a teſtimony of our ſincere 
love and affectionate regard, by creating 
an Order of Knighthood in our ſaid 
kingdom with conſtitutions, ordinances, 
cuſtoms, and ceremonies, ſimilar to thoſe 
obſerved in the moſt digniſied inſtitutions 
of the ſame nature; and, whereas you 
have humbly repreſented unto us, that 
ſuch a teſtimony of our Royal Favor 
will be highly acceptable to our people 


of our ſaid kingdom of Ireland; it is 
our royal will and pleaſure, and we do 


hereby authorize and require you upon 


receipt hereof, forthwith to cauſe letters 


patent to be paſſed under the Great Seal 


.of our ſaid kingdom of Ireland, for 
creating a Society or Brotherhood, to 


be called Knights of the Moſt Illuſtrious 


Order of Saint Patrick, to conſiſt of the 


Sove- 
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Sovereign and fifteen Knights Compa- 


nions, and for conſtituting and appoint- 
ing our dearly- beloved fourth Son Prince 
Edward; our right truſty and Right 
entirely beloved Couſin and Councillor, 
William Robert, Duke of Leinſter; our 
right truſty and right well beloved 
Couſin and Councillor, Henry, Earl of 
Clanrickarde; our right truſty and 
right well- beloved Couſin, Randal WAI. 
liam, Earl of Antrim; our right truſty 
and right well beloved Couſin and Coun- 
cillor, Thomas, Earl of Weſtmeath; out 
right truſty and right well-beloved 
Couſin and Councillor, Murrough, Earl 
of Inchiquin; our right truſty and 
right well-beloved Couſin and Coun-— 
cillor, Charles, Earl of Drogheda ; our 
right truſty and right well-beloved 
Couſin and Councillor, George de la 
Poer, Earl of Tyrone; our right truſty 
on right well-beloved Couſin and 
ouncillor, Richard, Earl of Shannon; 
our right truſty and right well-beloved

Couſin and Councillor, Henry, Earl of 7 
Ely, to be Knights Companions of the I 
Moſt Illuſtrious Order of Saint Patrick, { 
of which Order we ourſelves, our heirs, ; 


and ſucceſſors, ſhall perpetually be Sove- 
reigus, and of which our Lord Lieute- 
nant General and General Governor of 
Ireland, or our Lord Deputy, or Depu- s 
ties of our ſaid Kingdom, or our Lords 5 
Juſtices or other Chief Governor or 
if Governors of our ſaid kingdom for the 

| time being ſhall officiate as Grand Maſ- 

ters. And it is our further will and 
| picafure, that the ſaid Society or Brother- 
[ hood of the Knights of the Moſt Illuſ- 
trious Order of Saint Patrick, ſhall have 


aà Common Seal, and ſhall have a Chan- 
cellor,

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cellor, Regiſter, Secretary. Genealogiſt, 
Uſher, King of Arms, Heralds, Purſui- 
vants, and ſuch other Officers as we from 
time to time ſhall think fit to appoint, 
under our ſign manual, and that they ſhall 
obſerve all ſuch conſtitutions, ordinances, 
cuſtoms and ceremonies, as ſhall be 
enjoined them under our ſign manual. 
And it is further our will and pleaſure, 
that the ſaid Knights being Commoners, 
ſhall have rank and precedency in all 
places immediately after Barons? eldeſt 
ſons, and that the wives of the ſaid 
Knights Companions ſhall, in like man- 
ner, have rank and precedency imme- 
diately after the wives of Barons” eldeſt 
ſons, and before all other inferior ranks. 
And it is our further will and pleaſure, 
that upon any vacancy happening in the 
ſaid Society or Brotherhood by death or 
reſignation of any of the Knights, a 
ſucceſſor ſhall be elected by the other 
Knights in manner as ſhall be directed 
by the conſtitutions and ordinances to 
be eſtabliſhed under our ſign manual as 
before mentioned. And 'in the faid 

| letters 
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letters patent you are to cauſe to be in- 


ſerted all ſuch clauſes as ſhall be neceſſary 


to make the ſame moſt full, valid and 
effectual. And for ſo doing this ſhall be 
as well unto you, as unto all other our 
officers and miniſters concerned herein,

you heartily farewell.

GEORGE the Third, by the Grace 
of God, of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, 
xc. Io all to whom theſe preſents ſhall 
come greeting. Whereas we have thought 
ft for the dignity and honor of our realm 
of Ireland to ordain, eſtabliſh, create, and 
found a company of fixteen noble and 
worthy Knights for to be of the Moſt 
Illuſtrious Order of Saint Patrick; and, 
whereas for the honorable continuance, 
augmentation, and maintenance of the 
ſame, it is fitting that ſtatutes and or- 
dinances ſhould be obſerved and kept by 
the Common Brethren, Knights, and 
Companions of the ſaid Moſt Illuſtrious 
Order : Know ye therefore, that we 
the moſt High, moſt Excellent, and moſt 
Puiſant Prince George the Third, by the 
Grace of God, of Great Britain, France 
and Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, 
and ſo forth, and Sovereign of the Moſt 
Illuſtrious Order of Saint Patrick, for 

B the 
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the right ſingular love and entire affec- 


tion which we bear to the ſaid Moſt 


Illuſtrious Order, and for the honorable 


continuance and increaſing of the ſame, 


do make, ordain, conſtitute and declare 
the ſtatutes and ordinances which ſhall 
be from henceforth obſerved, kept and 


enſued by the Sovereign and the Knights 
Companions of the ſaid Moſt Illuſtrious 


Order in manner and form following : 


FirsT, It is ordained and accorded, 


that the King, his Heirs, and Succeſſors, 


ſhall be for evermore Sovereigns of the 
ſaid Moſt Illuſtrious Order of Saint Pa- 
trick, to the which Sovereign, and to 
his Heirs and Succeſlors, ſhall appertain 
the dedaration, ſolution, determination, 
interpretation, reformation, and diſpo- 
fition of all cauſes concerning and touch- 
ing any ching of obſcurity or doubt 
comtaingd in the ſtatutes of the laid 
Moſt Illuſtrious Order. 
SECONDLY, | That whenever the ſaid 
Sovereign cannot by reaſon of his ab- 


fence without the faid realm of Ireland, 
F hold 
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EV 


hold the chapters, or do, or perform 
ſuch things as by the ſtatutes ſhall ap- 
pertain to him to do, touching the ſaid 
Moſt Illuſtrious Order, his Lord Lieu- 
tenant General and General Governor 
of this his realm, or his Lord Deputy, or 
Lords Juſtices for the time being ſhall 
be, and are hereby declared Grand 
Maſters of the ſaid Moſt Illuſtrious Order, 
and ſhall do all things and enjoy all pri- 
vileges, rights and prerogatives, and do 
all manner of things touching the ſaid 
Moſt Illuſtrious Order, in as ample a 
manner as we ourſelves could have done 
as Sovereign of the ſaid Moſt Illuſtrious 
Order, if we ourſelves had been preſent 
within the ſaid realm. 

TIR DLX, It is ordained that none 
ſhall be elected or choſen to be Fellow or 
Companion of the ſaid Moſt Illuſtrious 
Order, except he be a Gentlemen of 
Blood, and that he be a Knight, and 
without reproach ; and as touching the 
the declaration of a Gentleman of Blood, 
it is declared, that he ſhall be deſcended 


of three deſcents of Noblefle ; that is 
3 to 
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to ſay, of name and of arms, both of 


his father's ſide and of his mother's ſide, 


a certificate of which, ſigned by our 
principal King at Arms within our faid 
realm of Ireland, ſhall be delivered by 
each Knight immediately after his elec- 
tion, and before his inveſtiture, and ſhall 


be depoſited with our genealogiſt or re- 


giſter of our ſaid Moſt Illuſtrious Order. 
 FovaruLy, That the Sovereign ſhall, 
whenever it ſeemeth meet unto him, by 
ſummons under the Seal of the Order, 
direct a chapter to be holden at ſuch 
place within this realm of Ireland as he 
ſhall appoint, and that all the Knights 
of the ſaid Order ſhall then and there 
be preſent in the full habits of the ſaid 
Moſt Illuſtrious Order, which they ſhall 
always wear in chapters except by dif. 
penſation from the Sovereign ; and if 
they come not at the time aſſigned with- 
out having a juſt and reaſonable excuſe 
which may be acceptable to the ſaid 
Sovereign, or without being otherwiſe 
pardoned by the faid Sovereign for his 
abſence by ſpecial letters of excuſe, by 

which 
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which letters their names and cauſes 
ſhall be written, he ſhall be reprimanded: 
at the next chapter for the firſt offence, 
and for the ſecond offence he ſhall loſe 
the rank which he hath in the ſaid Order, 
and be placed below all other the Knights 
and Companions of the ſaid Order; and 
for thc third offence he ſhall be puniſhed 
in ſuch manner as to the ſaid chapter 
ſhall ſeem meet. 
2 FreTHLY, It is ordained, that all and 
TT every Knight of the ſaid Company ſhall 
q wear on the great and folemn feaſts to 
4 be appointed by the Sovereign, the Collar 
= 4 of the ſaid Order, and at all other times 
_ ſhall wear the Badge of the ſaid Order, 
= pendant from a ſky- blue ribband over 
; the right ſnaulder, and as ſoon as they 
ſhall be inſtalled ſhall wear the device of 
the Order on the left fide of their outer 
- = garment, in ſuch manner as ſhall be di- 
rected by the Sovereign. And if any 


; Knight of the Company be found to 
; appear without the ſaid collar, badge and 
L device, at ſuch time as by theſe ſtatutes 


he is directed to wear the ſame, that he 
| pay 
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pay immediately after the challenge ſhall 
be made to him by any of the fix officers 
of the Order, the ſum of twenty ſhil- 
lings, and if he do enter the chapter 
without the ſaid collar, badge and device, 
and without the ſaid habits, except when 
they be diſpenſed with by the Sovereign, 
he ſhall forfeit the ſum of ſive pounds, 
to whomſoever of the ſaid aſſicers ſhall 


challenge him. 


SIXTHLY, It is coduined that the | 
Knights of the ſaid Mof, Illuſtrious Or- 


der, always and as often as they ſhall 
wear their Mantles, ſhall go before the 
Sovereign, every of them with his Fel- 
low that is fore-againſt him, ordinarily 
as they be ſet in their ſtalls; and the 
Officers of the ſaid Order ſhall immedi- 
ately precede the Sovereign ; and the 
ſaid Knights ſhall fit at the table accord- 
ing to their ſtalls, except children or 
brethren of Kings and Princes ſtrangers, 
they which ſhall keep their places after 
their eſtates. 

SEVENTHLY, It 1s ordained that all 


ſtrangers that ſhall be elected Fellows of 
the 


, 
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the ſaid Order, ſhall be certiſied by letters 
of the Sovereign of their election, the 
which letters certification with the Sta- 
tutes of the ſaid Order, under the com- 
mon Scal, ſhall be ſent unto them at the 
coſt of the ſaid Sovereign, in all dili- 
gence, and at the fartheſt they ſhall be 
certified of this in four months after the 
ſaid election, to the end the ſaid elect 
may adviſe them by the Statutes if they 
will receive the faid Order or no. But 
if the ſaid Sovereign have great and high 
lets and buſineſs, that then he may defer 
the certiſication of the ſaid election at his 
good pleaſure unto the time of opportu- 
nity and conveniency. After the certi- 
ſication ſhall have been delivered, and that 
the Sovereign ſhall be certified that the 
ſaid elect will receive the ſaid Order, then 
the Sovereign ſhall ſend unto the ſaid 
elect by his Ambaſſador his whole habit 
with the ribband and collar ; and that 
all ſuch ſtrangers of what eſtate, dignity, 
or condition that they be of, ſhall ſend 
within ſeven months atter the reception 


of the ſaid ribband, collar, and habit; 
and 
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and that. he have certified the Sovereign 
to have received thoſe things by a ſuſſi- 
cient Deputy after the eſtate of his Lord 
and Maſter, fo that he be a Knight with- 
out reproach to be ſtalled in his place, 
the which ſhall bring with him a mantle 
of ſky-blue ſattin of the order of that 
which he ſhall ſend him, and alſo his 
banner, ſword, helmet and creſt, for 
to be and abide in the Cathedral Church 
of Saint Patrick in Dublin during his 
life, and that the mantle in the time that 
the ſaid Deputy ſhall be ſtalled by the 
faid Sovereign or his Deputy ſhall be put 
upon his right arm, for to hold the ſaid 
mantle upon his arm, and ſhall be accom- 
panicd and led by two of the Knights of 
the ſaid Order from the door of the 
Chapter unto the ſtall, and there being 
ſhall make his oath, and ſhall be ſtalled 
for and in the name of his ſaid Lord and 
Maſter. And the mantle aboveſaid, the 
ſaid Deputy ſhall bear it upon his right 
arm during Divine Service, being ſet in 
the ſtate of his Lord and Maſter, with- 
out bearing of it any time after, and to 

have

have no manner of voice in the Chapter, 
or to come in it in the abſence of him 
that hath ſent him; and if he ſend not 
his Deputy within ſeven months above- 
ſaid, without having a reaſonable excuſe 
which ſhall be acceptable to the Sove- 
reign or his Deputy, the election ſhall be 
void of him, except that the ſaid Knight 
be prevented by great affairs, then he 
may ſend his excuſe to the ſaid Sovereign 
or to his Deputy within a month after ; 
and after, as his excuſe 1s, the Sovereign 
or his Deputy will allow or accept it, 
that then the ſaid Sovereign may give 
unto him four months more of reſpite ; 
and 1t he come not, or ſend not his De- 
puty before the time of the four months 
be finiſhed, that then in this caſe the 
election ſhall be wholly void from him 
from that time. 

E1GHTHLY, It is ordained that if any 
of the ſaid Company die, the Sovereign 
or his Deputy, after that they ſhall have 
certification of his death, ſhall be bound 
for to ſend and give notice by their 
letters to all the Fellows of the ſaid Moſt 
C Illuſtrious 
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Illuſtrious Order, being within Ireland, 
for to come and be with the ſaid Sove- 
reign or his Deputy in which place ſo- 
ever it be, where it ſhall pleaſe him to 
aſſign conveniently, within fix weeks 
after the certification of the death of the 
ſaid Knight, the which alſo aſſembled, or 
at the leaſt ſix, with the Sovereign or his 
Deputy aboveſaid, every of them that 
there ſhall be preſent and come to the 
election ſhall name nine of the worthieſt 
and ſuſlicient Knights without reproach 
that he ſhall know, ſubjects of the ſaid 
Sovereign, or others ſo to be, that they 
hold no contrary party, or be againſt 
him, that is, to wit, Three Dukes, 
Marquiſſes, Earls of greater eſtate; three 
Barons, or Bannerets ; and three Bat- 
chelor Knights, the which denominations 
the Chancellor of the ſame Order ſhall 
write; that is, to wit, the Arch Biſhop 
of Dublin, for the time being, or in his 
abſence the Regiſter ; that is, to wit, the 
Dean of the Cathedral Church of Saint 
Patrick, in Dublin, for the time being, 
or the moſt ancient reſident of the ſaid 

Company 
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Company in their abſence, and the de- 
nominations ſo done by all or ſix of the 
leait by him that hath written, ſhall be 
ſhewed to the ſaid Sovereign or his De- 
puty, that then ſhall chooſe of them that 
be named he that ſhall have the moſt 
voices, and allo he that the Sovereign 
ſhall eſteem to be the moſt honorable to 
the ſaid Order, and moſt profitable to 
his Crown and to his Realm; and if 
there be any Knights of the ſaid Order 
that ſhall fail to come to the ſaid elec- 
tion, if he be not prevented by a uſt 
cauſe, and that the ſaid cauſe of his 
excuſe, ſhewed under his ſeal of 
arms, be found by the Sovercign or 
his Deputy to be juſt and reaſonable, 
and his excuſe to be acceptable and al- 
lowed, and that it his cauſe be not juſt, 
and that he come not to the ceremonies 


* above-named, it is ordained that he ſhall 


be reprimanded at the nextchapter for the 
firſt offence, and for the fecond offence 


he ſhall loſe the rank which he hath in 
the ſaid Order, and be placed below all 


other the Knights and Companions of 
the ſaid Order, and for the third offence 
he 
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he ſhall be puniſhed in ſuch manner as F 


to the ſaid chapter ſhall ſeem meet. 


NinTHLY, It is ordained, that if any 1 


Knight of the ſaid Company ſhould 


depart, another is choſen and elect, he 
ſhall have ſoon after his election the 


ribband in ſignification that he is one of 


the Knights and Fellows of the Order | 


of Saint Patrick, and his robe and hood 
ſhall be delivered him in the Cathedral

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Church of Saint Patrick, in Dublin, 


where the Public Stallation of the ſaid 


Knights ſhall be always held immediately | 


after his commiſſion has been read before 


the Sovereign or his Deputy and the 
Company, and after that, ſhall be led 


by two Knights of ti ſaid Order, ac- 


companied with the other Noblemen, 


and Officers of the Order ſhall alſo be 
preſent, and his Mantle ſhall be borne 
before him by one of the Knights of 


the ſaid Order, or by the King at arme 


of the Order, the which Mantle ſhall 
be delivered to him for his Habit, after 
that he ſhall have made his oath before 
his Stall and not before, and this done 

he 
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he ſhall. return into the Chapter Houſe, 
where hie ſhall receive by the Sovereign 
or his Deputy the Collar, and ſo he ſhall 
have the full poſſeſſion of his Habit 
wholly, except great Princes, ſtrangers, 
the which may receive their Habits 
wholly within the Chapter Houſe, and 
if he die before he have reccived the 
Habit he ſhall not be named one of the 
Founders, ſecing he tas not had full 
poſſeſſion of his eſtate; bit he {hal have 
the one part of the Divine Service 
above-named for the delivery of the 
er and none other thing above 

if he ſo choſen come not in all 
5 1 * after the reception of the 
ribband in the ſaid place for to be 
ſtalled, and eſpecially within the year of 
his election, and if he be a Knight dwel- 
ling within the realm, and hath no rea- 
ſonable excuſe, then the election ſhall be 
void of him, and another new election 
ſhall be made, and neither the banner, 
the ſword, nor the helmet, nor the 
creſt of him ſo choſen, ſhall be put 
upon his ſtall before his coming, to the 


end 
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end that if he come not, his ſaid hatch- 
ments be not taken down, or avalled, 
but honeſtly put out of the chair, and 
the creſt and other things ſhall abide to 
the profit and uſe of the faid Order. 
TENTHLY, It is ordained that whoſo- 
ever ſhall be choſen to this degree of 
honor, ſhall be inſtalled in the loweſt 
ſtall according to his election, except 
Kings and Princes of a foreign nation. 
ELzvrNTHLY, It is ordained if there 


- be any ſtall or place void, the Sovercign 


at his pleaſure may advance and tranſlate 
by his ſpecial licenſe any Knights of the 
fail Company in the ſaid ſtall, if ſo be 
that it be Iigher than the ſtall that he 
was in before. Alſo the Sovereign may 
once in his life, if it pleaſe him, make a 
gencral tranſlation of all the ſtalls at his 
pleaſure, except Emperors, Kings, and 
Princes, they which. ſhall always keep 
their places and ſtalls unleſs that they be 
tranſlated into a higher ſtall, in the which 
tranſlation the long continuance in the 
Order, and the praiſe-worthineſs and 
merits of the Knights ought to be con- 
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fidered and remembered, the which 
Knights from henceforth in going and 
fitting at all times, that they ſhall wear 
their Mantles, ſhall kcep their places after 
the order of their ſtails, and not after 
their eſtates as is aforeſaid. 

TWELFTHLY, It is ordained tat every 
Knight within the year of his ſtallation, 
ſhall cauſe to be made an eſcutcheon of 
his arms and hatchments in a plate of 
metal, ſuch as ſhall pleaſe him, and that 
it be ſurely ſet upon the back of his ſtall, 
and the other that ſhall come after ſhall 
have their eſcutcheons and hatchments 
in like manner; but their plates of me- 
tal nor their hatchments ſhall not be ſo 
large nor ſo great as thoſe of the ſirſt 
Founders were. 

TrIRTEENTHLY, It is ordained that 
no Knight choſen and elected to be Fel. 
low of the ſaid Illuſtrious Order, ſhall 
be ſtalled by procurement or Deputy. ex- 
cept he be a ſtranger, and may not well 
come hither in his proper perſon to be 
ſtalled, or other that is buſted without 
the realm for the affairs of his Sovereign, 

Or 
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or by his commandment and licenſe as 
is above directed. 


FourTrinrHiry, It is ordained, that 


every Knight entering the ſaid Order 
ſhall promiſe and ſwear faithfully the 
oath, that is to ſay, “I Sir A. B. pro-

miſe and ſwear to my true power 
during my life, and during the time 
that I ſhall be Fellow of the Moſt 
Illuftrious Order of St. Patrick, to 
keep, defend and ſuſtain the honors, 
rights, and privileges of the Sove- 
reign of the ſaid Order, and well and 
truly I will accompliſh all the ſtatutes, 
points and ordinances of the faid 
Order, as though they were read to 
me from point to point and from ar- 
ticle to article, and that wittingly 
and willingly I will not break any 
ſtatutes of the {aid Order, or any 
article in them contained, except in 
ſuch as 1 ſhall have received a diſpen- 
ſation from the Sovereign So help 
me God and the contents of this 
book.“ This done the ſaid Knight 


ſhall with due reverence and kneeling 


receive 
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receive the Badge, the which the Sove- 
reign ſhall put over his right ſhoulder, 
ſaying theſe words: © Sir, the loving 
“ Company of the Order of Saint Pa- 
ce trick hath received you their Brother, 
„Lover and Fellow, and in token and 
* knowledge of this, they give you 
and preſent you this preſent Badge, 
e the which God will that you receive 
* and wear from henceforth to his

FirrEENTHLY, And it is further or- 
dained, that the following admonitions 
ſhall be re:d by the Chancellor or Re- 
giſter of the ſaid Order, to every Knight 
at his firſt admiſſion to the ſaid Illuſtrious 
Order, that is to ſay,

FirxsT, We do ordain that our Lord 
Lieutenant General and General Gover- 
nor of our Realm of Ireland ſhall wear, 
at all Chapters and Inſtallations at which 
we ourſelves cannot be preſent, the fame 
Habits and Robes which we ourſelves 
ſhould wear, and which are to be of the 
ſame materials and faſhion as thoſe of 
our Knights, ſave only thoſe alterations 
which beſit our dignity ; and he ſhall 
wear our Collar on all ſolemn Feaſts as 
hereinafter deſcribed, and at all other 
times he ſhall wear pendant at his neck, 
from a ſky-blue ribband, the badge of 
our ſaid Order, ſurmounted by a harp 


crowned with an Imperial Crown. 
And 
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And as touching the Habits of the 
Knights Companions of our Moſt Illuſ- 
trious Order, the Mantles ſhall be of 
ſky-blue ſattin, hned with a white ſilk, 
having on the left ſhoulder a hood of 
blue ſattin lined alſo with white filk, and 
the ſaid Mantle ſhall be tied with two 
ſtrings of blue ſilk mixed with gold; 


their ſhoes ſhall be of white leather with 
knots of crimſon ribband ; the belt of 


their {word ſhall be of crimſon ſattin, 
and they ſhall have a handle gilt, and a 
ſcabbard of crimſon velvet. 

And our ſaid Knights Companions 
ſhall each cf them wear a round hat co-

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Order, which we ſhall hercafter de- 
ſcribe. 

The Collar of our faid Moſt Illuſtrious 
Order ſhall be of gold, and it ſhall be 
compoſed of roſes and of harps alter- 
nate, tied together with a knot of gold, 
and the ſaid roſes ſhall be enamelled al- 
ternately white leaves within red, and 
red leaves within white, and in the cen- 
ter of the ſaid Collar ſhall be an Impe-

QUIS SEPARABIT ? toge- 
ther with the date 1783, being the year 
in which our ſaid Order was founded, 
and encircling the Croſs of Saint Pa- 
trick, gules, ſurmountcd with a trefoil 
vert, each of its leaves charged with an 
Imperial Crown, Or, upon a Field, ar- 
gent ; and this badge, we ordain ſhall be

ſcribed, but it ſhall be ſhorter, and he 
E ſhall 
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ſhall wear a badge of gold pendant at his 
neck from a ſky- blue ribband in the 
ſhape of a book, charged with the ſame 
device as that of our Chancellor of our 
ſaid Moſt Illuſtrious Order. 

And our Secretary and Gencalogiſt 
ſhall each of them wear a Mantle of the 
ſame length as that of our Regiſter, with 
2 ſurcoat of white filk, and ſhall wear, 
pendant at their necks from a ſky-blue 
ribband, the ſame badge as that of our 


Knights, excepting only the circlet of 


gold with the motto. 
And the Uſher of our ſaid Order ſhall 


wear a crimſon ſattin Mantle, but ſhorter, 
and Habit the ſame as our ſaid Secretary 


and Genealogiſt ; and ſhall wear a badge 


pendant at his neck by a ſky-blue rib- 


band, which badge ſhall bear the harp of 
gold upon a Field azure, encircled with 


the motto as before. 


And the King at Arms of our ſaid

ENIGHTS 
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KNIGHTS OF ST. PATRICK. 


This Moſt Illuſtrious Order of Saint 
Patrick was eſtabliſhed by King George 
the Third, in 1783, to diſtinguiſh the 
virtue, loyalty, and fidelity of his ſub- 
jects of Ireland. 

They wear a Collar of gold, compoſed 
of roſes and harps alternate, tied with a 
knot of gold; the roſes enamelled alter- 
nately with white leaves within red, and 
red leaves within white, and in the cen- 
ter of the Collar an Imperial .Crown, 
ſurmounting a harp of gold, from which 
hangs a badge of gold ſurmounted with 


a wreath of ſhamrock or trefoil within, 


and a circle of gold containing this 
motto, QUIS SEPARABIT ; which 
badge, with a {ky-blue ribband, is daily 
worn by the Knights of this Order.
